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INTRODUCTION 



EXPLANATION OF BIBLIOGRAPHY 

This annotated bibliography of print and non-print materials as- 
sociated with career education is for use in kindergarten through the 
third grade. The bibliography is arranged according to grade level and 
subdivided under each grade into typical course units usually associated 
with that grade. 

Under each curriculum category, media are classified as print 
materials or non-print materials, with an approximate ratio of 60% print 
to 40% non-print. Print materials, under each unit, are listed alpha- 
betically by author. Non-print materials are grouped according to medium 
and listed alphabetically by title. 

Bibliographic entries for print materials provide the user with: 
author, title, city of publication, publisher, copyright date, number of 
pages, fiction or nonfiction, and price. If books were available in 
library bindings, the price indicated was for the library binding edition 
and was preceded by the symbol L.B. Prices without this symbol indicate 
list prices. 

All entries in the bibliography are annotated. In parentheses, 
following each annotation, code letters are given to identify the selection 
tool used by this researcher in choosing that particular entry. The key 
to the symbols used for the identification of media selection aids may 
be found following the annotated bibliography. 
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SELECTION BASIS 

Items for this bibliography were selected by: (1) Identifying 
those teaching units usually associated with the classroom content in 
grades K through 3, (2) Examining standard selection guides, publishers 
catalogs, and educational publications; (3) Associating the materials 
found in these sources with the teaching units, and organizing and 
identifying them for each grade level into print or non-print categories. 

SUGGESTED USE 

This annotated bibliography was designed to assist those individ- 
uals who intend to become teachers of children in grades K through 3 
and to assist those teachers already in the profession. The arrangement 
of materials by grade and unit should facilitate the selection and 
application of career education materials by the teacher.

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CHAPTER IV 



SUMMARY, FINDINGS, CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

This chapter contains a summarization of the study, findings 
based on an analytical review of the entries, conclusions drawn from 
the research, and recommendations based on a subjective and comparative 
analysis of the data. 
SUMMARY 

The bibliography was designed for use by teachers in-service as 
well as for those undergraduates pursuing a teaching degree in elementary 
education. A career education unit guide, from the Council Rock School 
District of Bucks County, Pennsylvania, was used as a basis for the 
selection of entries for this bibliography* Research for the study was 
accomplished by reviewing standard bibliographies, publishers catalogs, 
and educational publications. Resources identified in these references 
were then matched to the units outlined in the Council Rock guide. 
FINDINGS 

An analysis of the findings of this study provides the 
following statistics: 

1. The total number of entries in this annotated bibliography 
is 578. Of this total, 332 entries are for print materials and 246 
entries are for non print materials. This data can be reviewed in 
APPENDIX A, TABLE I, on page 107* 
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2. Entries are provided for print and non-print materials for 
each grade level in the following quantities: 

Kindergarten: 70 Print, 45 Non-print 

Grade One : 66 Print, 57 Non-print 

Grade Two : 73 Print, 63 Non-print 

Grade Three : 123 Print, 81 Non-print 
A complete statistical summary of the resource materials identified by 
unit and grade level may be found in APPENDIX A, TABLE II and TABLE III 
on pages 108-109. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Conclusions that can be drawn from this study are: 

1. If one matches carefully this annotated bibliography with 
the Council Rock unit guide, it should provide a readily available 
career education curriculum and resource list for teachers in grades 
K-3. 

2. It may be concluded that an apparent significant number of 
resource materials were produced beyond the scope of this research. Many 
materials were produced prior to 1960, and an abundance of materials 

has been produced since 1972. 

3. It may also be concluded that there was an abundance of 
matei^/^ls available for some units, especially in Community Helpers, 
Communities, and Community Needs, it was also apparent that there 
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were more materials available for grades two and three, as opposed to 
grade K and one. ^ 

4. The researcher experienced a degree of difficult/ in finding 
materials for the following units: (a) Clothing, at all grade levels; 
(b) Schools/Maps for grade two; (c) Colonial Times for grade three; 
and (d) Citizenship for grade three. Most available f " in 
these subject areas were suitable for use only in gram, .vur and above. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In designing and carrying out this research, additional areas 
of study became apparent. Therefore, the following recommendations 
for further research are made. 

1. Test this bibliography in an action research program where 
the materials are actually used and evaluated by the teachers and school 
personnel . 

2. Identify resource materials produced prior to 1960 and after 
1972, especially in tlie subject areas of Clothing, Schools/Maps, Colonial 
Times and Citizenship. 

^. Undertake additional research to identify career education 
resource materials for use in grades 4 through 6. This would provide 
a reinforcement of the content identified by the Council Rock School 
District of Bucks County, Pennsylvania, and a continuous career 
education curriculum for the elementary school.
